The second evening of my visit was enlivened by readings and songs in 
which students and teachers took part, and the last evening was devoted to 
a grand finale — the performance of Moliere’s play of L' Avavc.

Sample lessons were, as usual given by the Second Year students, who 
also displayed their reading powers before me. Great attention is given to 
this important exercise. The class list given below depends to some extent 
upon the marks assigned for the teaching and reading, but mainly upon the 
results of the written examination on Educational History, Psychology and 
Method. I append the Report. 


Report on Second Year Students . 

The papers on the History of Education are almost uniformly very good. 
They show a really comprehensive and intelligent knowledge of the subject, 
and a clear appreciation of the influences by which educational method has 
been from time to time directed in one or another channel. Very high 
commendation is due in respect of this subject. 

In the difficult study of Psychology, advance has been made. Both in 
the answers upon it and also in those on Method, a clear understanding was 
s lewn of the general notions that ought to be kept in view by those who are 
concerned with the education of the young. This is especially the case in 
respect of those principles on which the P.N.E.U. takes its stand, and, in 
e sample lessons given, these were shown to govern their practice. 

The Reading deserves much praise.
